NURSING IN UGANDA 

“Ty *< HE nursing work in the ¢ MLS hos} tal at 

] Uganda is, of course, very different from 
the usual nursing routine in a general hospital 
and an account by Nurse barry, who 
her own words, ‘* head cook and bottle-washe1 
there,’’ which appeared in a recent number of the 
Australasian Nurses’ Journal, show that, at a 
events, the patients are exceedingly grateful, and 


many of the cases of unusual interest 
She says:—‘I am in charge of the women’s 
wing, which includes a large ward with t nt 


seven beds, the children’s holding nine cots; this 
has only been open a few months, and is not 
properly furnished yet; for instance, no quilts 

and, worse still, no mackintoshes, which make: 
nursing very difficult. There is also a smaller 
ward for obstetric cases, and this is always full 
The wife of one of the doctors is looking afte 
that for the preset t, but 1 am always there to 
help. I have three native nurses to train; un 

fortunately they are all new, and as they canno 
read or write, nor tell the time, nor take tem 


peratures, they are not the help they might be 


Poor things, they are so ignorant, and seem to 
have absolutely no sense of responsibility! If a 
person is having fomentations, t.d or ~ te mp 
tationes,’ as they call them, unless I remind then 
each time these are not renewed, and frequently 
the cloth is barely wrung out; so without constant 
supervision the patient is scalded and horribly 
blistered.
